There is also a possi- 
bility that a tower fee charge 
will be added im the near 
future. 

Snider acquired a quote 
of ST.280 annual cost, 
which includes dispatch 
service of SOXO and $300 
equipment rental, along 
with a one time recorder 
cost of about S175, trom 
TAS. Communications. 
He also stated that T.A.S. 
had a stronger signal witha 
new tower being installed 
on Grant Ketcheson’s prop- 
erly. 

Parks also told council 
that the tire department re- 
cently conducted u test us- 


ing the T.A.S sysiem, with 
vreat success. He added that 
the downtown area, which 
was signal problem area 
with the current system, was 
loud and clear during the 
test. The T.A.S. system 
would also be able to dis- 
patch calls through all 
pagers, which willireeupa 
lirchighter. who currently 
must stand by the radio in 
the fire hall. 


The current contract calls 
for a year’s notice before 
terminating the dispatch 
service. Parks recom- 
mended council give notice 
now, sign a new contract 
for dispatch service with 
T.A.S. starting in Jan. I, 
1998, and buy out the re- 
maining three months of the 
current contract.

Park would be expanded, 
from 155,000 hectares to 
almost 900,000 hectares, and 

MNR is committed to regu- 

lating the new boundary 

early in 1997. And in 1996, 

Massasauga became the 

newest operating provincial 

park, with 135 interiorcamp 

sites, sheltered bay and 
coves. 

Facility Improve- 
ments: Ontario Parks has 
made some good business | 
investments to upgrade ex- 
isting facilities, such as the 
addition of 1,162 Hydrosites 
to the parks system.

Although they cost more. screws have better holding 
power than nails, They take more time toimstall, but should 
be used when exira strength is needed.

Should repairs become 
necessary, the Resilient 
Floor Covering Institute - a 
trade association of vinyl 
flooring manufacturers - 
recommends that you fol- 
low these basic guidelines: 


Repairing Damage to a 
Resilient Floor 


If the edge of your floor- 
ing starts tocurl up, the first 
course of action is to apply 
additional adhesive to 
firmly attach the edge. The 
manufacturer or retailer 
from whom you purchased 
your flooring will be able to 


recommend the best adhe- 
Sive product for your par- 
ticular flooring type. 

Small cuts can be re- 
paired using the manufac- 
turer’s recommended seam 
sealer, available at most 
retail flooring or decorat- 
ing stores. If the damage ts 
more extensive, you may 

need to replace an entire 
tile or section of sheet vi- 
nyl. Many homeowners 
keep scrap pieces of floor- 
ing or tiles left over from 
the original installation. 
Using these pieces for re- 
pairs will help ensure the 
closest match possible be- 
tween existing flooring and 
the repaired section. 

Replacing a damaged tile 
or two is fairly straightfor- 
ward, as the individual tiles 
allow easy, complete re- 

moval and replacement with 
matching tiles. But you can 
also edsily cut and repair a 
sheet vinyl floor. 

If your sheet vinyl ha’ a 
repeating pattem, it’s best 
Yo remove an area in the 
shape of anentire unit of the 
pattern, cutting in the em- 
bossed areas of the design 
where the color is darkest 


or along a dark line in the 


pattern. With a floor that 
has an overall design, like a 
pebbled texture, cutting and 
replacing a diamond- 
shaped.section of flooring 
will be least conspicuous. 
To do this, place the scrap 
piece of flooring over the

| From food source 
to race horse (part two )

In his books Horses -- 
Ther role in the History of 
Man. Elwyn - Hartley 
Edwards observes that. “It 
was, in fact. only im those 
aureus where the domestic 
horse existed that cultural 
and phy sical ads ances could 
tuke place ut all... There 
Wis TO SIQFITICant power Ht 
the world that was created. 
mumtiumed orenlurged with 
out the horse” . 

This ts especially true tor 
two of the mightiest em 
pires tocmerge inthe earls 
nuddle ages: the Islamne. in 
the 7th and Sth centuries 
A.D..and the Mongol of the 
13th-l4th centuries. The 
horse served many. pus 
poses; providing transport 
tahon, Communication, und 
ultimately the key to con- 
quest for these people 

Arabia, at the beginning 
of the 7dr century. was a 
land where lierce desert 
irtbes fought continual, 
bloody wars: a collection of 
gods exacted terrible wor- 
ship, and idolatry Hounshed. 
This turbulent environment 
gave birth to one of the 
most influential men of all 
ume. who, armed with a 
nisi given him by the 
arch Cabrel. replaced tnbal 
loyalties with a new te of 
equality and allegiance: the 
prophet Mohammecel. 

Mohammed taught that 
there was only one God. 
Allah -- to whom ali people 
are required to make Islam. 
(submission). And on ae- 
count of Islam, tts prophet/ 
leader, andthe Arabian horse 
-- whose excellence had al- 
ready been carefully nur- 
tured for hundreds of vears 
-- one of the great develop- 
ments of human history 
took place. 

Muslims. the followers 
of Mohammed. were urged 
lo pay great aliention 1 ‘the 
well-being of their horses. 
Many of the Prophet's in- 
structions follow this 
theme: the Koran describes 


the horse as the “supreme 
blessing”, and tt was be- 


heved that for cach grain ol 
barley a man fed his horse, 
he would be forgiven a sin 
in Heaven. 

Following Mohammed's 
death in632 A.D..the spread 
of Islam was, according to 
Arab historian El Kelbi. 
“written im the hootprints 
of the Arabian Horse.” On 
swift steeds, Muslims ex- 
panded into. China, 
overrunning the Muiddie 
East, and occupying North 
Africa by 643. Seventy 
years after that. Muslims 
were the masters of Central 
Asia.

The Hastings Board of 
Education went looking for 
public input. faced with a 
$4.8 million cut in provin- 
cial grants. and entering 
budget deliberations. 

The'board held six meet- 
ings, throughout the County, 
including one at Centre 
Hastings Secondary School 
on Thursday, April 10. 
There were 55 people in 
attendance at the CHSS 
meeting, that included 
mostly teachers, school staff 
and some parents. 

Board Superintendent 
Randy Brown and School 
Board Trustee Grace 
McKeown opened the meet- 
ing discussing the current 
situation the board faces as 
it begins budget delibera- 
tions for 1997. School 
Board Trustee Louise 
Wannamaker was also in 
attendance. 

McKeown informed the 
audience that the board 
faced a $4.8 million cut in 
provincial grants. -In 1996 
the board received 
$47.806,000 and for 1997 
was informed the amount 
would be $42,968 .000, rep- 
resenting a $4,838,000 re- 
_ duction. 

On top of the cut. the 
board is-facing $110,000 
tax collection charge from 
Belleyille. and the board ts

penditure of $2.2 million 
for computers for Grade | 
and 2 students and offering 
additional\ french immer- 
sion. As well, thé board is 
facing legislated increases 
in Canada Pension and 
Employment Insurance pre- 
miums that will amount to 
$222,000.

McKeown toldthe crowd

Bergenia (Pig’s 
Squeak)--Good ground 
cover in well-drained soil.

New elementary school literacy 
program gets Board go-ahead > 


Cobourg--A proposal to 
introduce programs in all 
local elementary schools to 
help young children w hoare 
having trouble reading has 
been given the official go- 
ahead 

Trustees approved the 
move as the Northumber. 
land/Clarington Board of 
Education approved its 1997 
budget April 10th at the 
board meeting at Stockdale 
Public School. 

During their budget talks, 
trustees decided to take 
slightly over $200,000 from 
a reserve fund so that the 
Board's 53 elementary 
schools can now move ahead 
with the early literacy pro- 
grams called Reading Re- 
covery and First Steps. 

The two programs have 
been tested in four schools 
in the Board over the past 
year and “‘the schools-that 
have been involved are en- 
thusiastic about what they 
see happening,”’ says Trudy 
Lum, superintendent of pro- 
gram. 

Researchin Australiaand 
New Zealand where the two 
programs originated have 
resulted in significant gains 
iniiteracy 

“Seventy five per cent 
or more of Reading Recov- 
ery students reach the goal 
of independent readers and 
require no further compen- 
satory education in theiraca- 
demic careers because of 
poor reading performance,” 
says a report. The report 
was submitted tothe Board's 
education committee, which 
also says there are fewer 
children moving to special 
education orremedial classes 
where the program has been 
introduced. 

Reading Recovery pro- 
vides one-on-one assistance 
foreach student daily froma 
teacher trained in the pro- 
gram. It is introduced in 
grade one for students who 
are having difficulty read- 
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ing. First Steps can be used 
in any grade in the early 
elementary years and can be 
combined with the regular 
classroom curiculum sothat 
the whole class is involved. 

““We are offering the 
two programs because we 
wanted schools to have a 
choice of the type of pro- 
gram that best meets their 
community needs and also 
that they could best sched- 
ule in their school,’’ says 
Lum. **Because the Read- 
ing Recoyery program 
means a tedcher spends half 
an hour with one student, it 
makes it more difficult to 
implement.”’ 

At Hastings Public 
School, the First Steps read- 
ing program has been intro- 
duced into every class from 
junior kindergarten to grade 
eight. 

“It's a real commitment 
that the staff have made be- 
cause of the intensive train- 
ing required before they 
could teach the program,” 
says Liz Thomson, the 
school’s principal. **But it 
has brought our teachers 
closer together, and teach- 
ers now say how much their 
students have improved 
(with the program) and how 
much they enjoy it. It’s an 
intervention program so that 
if (students) start slipping they 
don't fall through the 
cracks.” 

Lum says the program 
benefits all students because 
of the very detailed way in 
which it describes ‘‘what 
children should be able todo 
and learn as they grow and 
develop.” 

In Port Hope, parent 
Debra Killam played a cru- 
cial role when Beatrice 
Strong Public School intro- 
duced a modified version of 
the Reading Recovery pro- 
gram (Reading Alert) in its 
grade one -lassrooms where 
staff noticed the difference it 
made forchildren who were 
finding reading tough go- 
ing. 

This year teacher Lynn 
Prince is involved in the full 
reading program. Principal 
Barbara Mc celis describes 
Reading Recovery as *‘a

very prescribed and intense 
program with outstanding 
results for the children who 
have been involved.’’ She 
says abouteight children will 
benefit from the program at 
the Port ate school this 
year. 

As a companion to the 
half-hour of classroom work 
with a teacher, parents are 
given a specific program 

“that they work on with 
their child at night. The pro- 
gram will not work if the 
parent doesn’t take part,’ 
says McReelis. 

‘Both programs em- 
phasize parental involve- 
ment as their child learns 
reading, writing, grammar

The money the Board has 
set aside to introduce the 
program in its schools will 
be used to train teachers in 
vither Reading Recovery or 
First Steps and to purchase 
classroom materials.

Potassium proponents 
advocate it over sodium, 
because it allows people to 
receive the benefits of sof- 
tened water without the 
added sodium intake. How- 
ever, neither salt nor potas- 
sium in very small amounts 
carnes substantial health 
implications - good or bad. 
Most of a person’s total di- 
elary mineral intake comes 
from food: 

Unless consumers have 
a stnict no- or low-sodium 
diet, they should not view 
sodium-softened drinking 
water as a significant source 
of daily salt intake. A per- 
son drinking 16 ounces (one 
quart) of moderately hard 
water softened with salt will 
consume 37 milligrams of 
sodium, less sodium than in 
a 12-ounce can of cola (50 
milligrams) or ina l-ounce 
serving of low-fat potato 
chips (130 milligrams). 

Only in situations where 
homeowners have ex- 
tremely hard water (14 
grains per galion or more) 
will the amount of sodium 
of potassium in their drink- 
ing water reach a signifi- 
cant level.

you place the border at 
chair-rail height, you might 
consider using a coordinat- 
ing sidewall pattern below 
the border for variety and 
interest. Stylized striped 
patierns, like that pictured 
in the photo, are popular. If 
you place the borderhigher 
up on thé wall, you might 
even reverse the sidewall 
patterns so that the stripe 
appears on top. 

* Offset the border with 
wood molding painted to 
match baseboard molding. 
and trim — This adds ar- 
chitectural interest. 
Molding can be an espe- 
cially important design ele- 
ment in newer homes con- 
structed without crown 
molding, windowsills or 
trim around windows. If 
placing the border a foot or 
more down from the ceil- 
ing, you-also might add.a 
narrow shelf above it todis- 
play pictures, plates and 
other decorative tems. 

* Use a coordinating 
fabric for draperies — 
Keep the window treat- 
ments simple, and let the 
light come in. A long, tied- 
back curtain with softcdges 
and a pretty tassel finishes 
off the window in the pic- 
tured room.

* Perk up furniture 
with coordinating fabric

Norwood - The Nor- 
wood Lions Club has agreed 
to help the local Commu- 
nity Health Services Foun- 
dation in its efforts to raise 
$1.9 million for a much- 
needed cardiac catheten7za- 
tion lab. : 

The foundation, which 
serves the five county re- 


‘gion of Peterborough, 


Northumberland, Victona, 
Haliburton and North Hast- 
ings, officially launched the 
campaign Mar. 21 and has 
seta Dec. 15 target date for 
its fundraising goals. 
Local fundraising goals 
have been established based 
on population and the Health 
Services Foundation has 
given Norwood a target of 
$9,500. Neighbouring As- 
phodel Township has been 


asked to raise $19,000 and 
Dummer Township 
$28,500. 


The Foundation would 
like Peterborough County 
residents to raise a total of 
$950,000 while Peterbor- 
ough City residents will chip 
in $551,000. 

The Norwood Lions 
Clubhas invited representa- 
uves from cardiac catheten- 
zation project to the Nor- 
wood Town Hall April 21 (7 
pm) to.talk about the need 
for the service, how a lab 
would function, the provin- 
cial povérmment’s position 
and ongoing fundraising 
efforts. 

Through cardiac cath- 
eterization, the arteries that 
supply the heart with blood 
are injected with dye to de- 
fine whether there are 
blockages within those ves- 
sels. 

The procedure must be 
performed before a patient 
can undergo coronary by- 
pass surgery or angioplasty. 
At the moment, there is no 
accepted alternative to car- 
diac catheterization as a di- 
agnostic tool for the pur- 
poses of planning treatment. 

Doctors say it is unlikely 
this diagnostic procedure 
will be replaced in the fore- 
seeable future. 

Local cardiologists have 
long seen a need for re- 
gional cardiac catheteriza- 
tion services and indeed, 
the District Health Council 
first made a proposal to the 
Ministry of Health in 1988. 
Health care officials.in the 
area have been lobbying the 


' washers and 


government ever since. 

With the region's higher 
than average population, this 
sort of cardiology proce- 
dure is expected fo merease 
in demand, the Foundation 
Says. 


‘Currently, in the five-. 


county region the number 
of people over the age of 65 
is nine per cent higher than 
the provincial average with 
Haliburton, Victoria and 
Peterborough ranked Ist, 
3rd and 5th respectively. 

These numbers. and the 
fact that the Ministry of 
Health has agreed to in- 
crease the number of by- 
pass cases across the prov- 
ince, will certainly mean an 
increase demand for car- 
diac catheterization serv- 
Ices. 

Increasing the case load 
means that there will be an 


“ increase of about 4200 cath- 


eterization procedures prov- 
ince-wide, 

“By putting a facility in 
Peterborough the province 
will be freeing up access in 
other centres and our fe- 
gion will get speedier, more 
convenient and cost-effec- 
tive service,” the Founda- 
tion argues. 

They also say that a 
strong effort now will mean 
this region will stand a bet- 
ter chance of beating out 
other centres now vying for 
similar labs. 

Right now, local patients 
on waiting lists must travel 
to Kingston and Toronto 
for the procedure. 

“Critical .care beds 
throughout the region are 
blocked every day by pa- 
lients who are waiting to be 
transferred to some other 
facility for cardiac catheteri- 
zation. 

“(This is a) costly and 
wasteful of valiiable re- 
sources,” they say. 

It costs $1400 a day to 
operate an intensive care 
unit bed. 

“Patients waiting for 
(the) procedure are fre- 
quently admitted or re-ad- 
mitted to hospital for recur- 
rent symptoms. These ad- 
missions cost far more than 
the procedure itself.” 

The longer the wait for a 
diagnostic treatment, the 
higher the nsk to the pa- 
tient. 

The Foundation says 
“local management of wait- 
ing lists will minimize the 
risk.”

local cardiologist Wilham 
Hughes said: “The only 
saving in not locating a fa- 
cility in Peterborough would 
be for those patients who 
die waiting for the proce- 
dure elsewhere and hence 
never receive the services.”

From food source 
to race horse (part three) 
Home to America 


It. isn’t known exactly 
why, but about 10,000 years 
ago in the last years of the 
Ice Age, the North Amen- 
can Equus became extinct. 
While four closely-related 
types of Equus thrived on 
the Euro-Asian and African 
continents, the horse disap- 
peared from the Americas 
until the arrival of the Span- 
ish Conquistadors, in the 
early-to-middle 16th cen- 
tury -- a relatively recent 
480 years ago! 

The Andalusians, 
Barbs, and Jennets. 
brought across the Atlantic 
by the Conquistadors, con- 
tributed to the bloodlines of 
several North and South 


American breeds: the 
Appaloosa, Mustang, 
Quarter Horse and 


Saddlebred; Argentina's 
Criollo, and the Paso/Paso 


Rico respectively, whose 
“paso” gaits are thought 
to have been inherited from 
the now-extinct Jennet. 

Hernando Cortes, the 
earliest of the Conquista- 
dors, had 16 horses on 
board when he set out from 
Havana to Mexico in 1519. 
Twenty years later, De Soto 
landed with 200 horses in 
Florida, most of which were 
alive and well for the dura- 
tion of his journey west- 
ward. Later on, Coronado’s 
southwest American ex 
ditions included some 1, 
horses. 

These large beasts at first 
alarmed the Native North 
Americans, who had never 
seen anything like these 
large, graceful creatures. 
However, as they -- like the 
early Asians and Europeans 
-- realized the uses to which 
horses could be put. they

So, through a comb- 
nation of clever trading and 
rounding up runaways. 
many tribes were 
“horse-powered” 

In-a paltem we recoeg- 
nize from the domestica- 
tion of the horse 4.500 years 
before by the Central Asians, 
the Native North Ameneuns 
found they could now move 
more efficiently and wath 
greater speed between 
camps. The bison herds 
could be followed and killed 
with considerably less dif 
ficulfy than that encoun- 
tered by hunters on foot. 

Used in warfare, the 

horse gave them a marked 
advantage -- whether in 
battle with rival tribes. or 
fending off invasion by set- 
tlers. In the struggle to keep 
their lands, mounted tnbes 
such as the Cheyennes and 
Sioux found their equine 
, companions helped them to 
\hold on for much longer 
than ~ less-advantaged 
groups. 

Meanwhile, Arab Barb- 
Andalusian-Turk-de- 
scended horses continued 
to escape their Spanish 
“sponsors”; those who 
successfully avoided cap- 
ture by native peoples even- 
tually became wild. Roam- 
ing in large numbers 
throughout southwestern 
America, these 
“mestenos” (strays) -- oF 
Mustangs -- acclimatized 
to living in desert and plains 
environments, Hournshing 
for 300 years. 

Early settlers and ranch- 
ers. along with Plains Indi- 
uns, captured and broke 
Mustangs. finding them to 
be excellent riding and cat- 
tle ponies. And so. a new 
empire of a kind rose with 
the aid of the horse. 

Before the steam loco- 
motive replaced them in 
about 1830, horses provided 
the power in pulling trains 
along several short railways: 
Mustungs were the mount 
of choice for the legendary 
Pony Express, preceding the
